We would 2 >t go. 80 far as to say 
that the joan shculd be authorized 
forthwith, but recomme 1 the sub- 
mission of the scheme to the-ratepay~ 
ers who would by their vote say 
whether or not they were willing to 
incur the debt. To take away the 
vote would be a serious mistake. In 
this connection we would not suggest 
that lengthy bylaws, such az are now 
used for the.authorizatioa of muniei- 
pal debts, should be adhered to, but 

rather an abbrevicted form which 
might be suggested by the commission 
itself, applicable for such improvo- 
ments at it was intended to undértake. 
This would not only tend to reduce 
labor of framing, reading and passing 
in Council, but would cheapen the cost 
of borrowing. The printing, prepara- 
tion and passing of bylaws. of this 
character cost the municipalities of 
our.

to come will be paying the just debt 
of those living today. We hear the 
statement’ ‘requently. made chat our 
municipalities are prone to isags bonds 
for local improvemznts for terms be- 
yond the probabl lite oi the work. A 
municipal commission would cndoubt- 
edly remedy this trouble. Twenty 
years 18 considered to be too 1 a 
term over which to spread the 
ment of a debenture debt 1 for 


the construction of cement sidewalks. 


Ten years would be better, Ser, 
fifteen years 
term, 
of forty and sometimes fifty years 
should have been materially cut down. 

The issuing of debentures for skat- 
ing ind curling rinks should be dis- 
couraged. Fund, for such purposes 
should be provided by private enter 
prise. There ma be some excuse 
for this practice in the ease of small 
villages where it may be difficulc to 
induce a private citizen or company 
to erect a building of this character.
